News Writers to Magnify the

Confidence that life insurance would 
share in the general business improve¬ 
ment awaiting Canada in 1940 was ex¬ 
pressed by Arthur P. Karle, President 
of the Canadian Life Insurance Offi¬ 
cers’ Association, and President of the 
Montreal Life Insurance Company. 

Interviewed on the life insurance 
accomplishment of the past year and 
prospects for the next 12 months, Mr. 
Earle referred also to the steps taken 
to safeguard the interests of Cana¬ 
dian policy holders since the outbreak 
of the war, and gave a brief resume 
of the present business outlook, with 
special emphasis on the healthy state 
of the institution of life insurance.in 
Canada. 

The. total new business written this 
year by insurance companies in Can¬ 
ada is estimated to reach $650,000,000, 
Mr. Earle anounced; total insurance in 
force about $6,700,000,000, while the 
total amount paid to policyholders 
and beneficiaries exceeded $150,000,- 
000. These totals, Mr. Earle empha¬ 
sized, were exclusive of fraternal in¬ 
surance, and compared most favour¬ 
ably with the corresponding figures 
for 1938. 

“General business conditions through 
out Canada are better than was the 
cd.se a year ago,” Mr. Earle told the 
press. “Continuous improvement is in 
evidence in all directions. Unemploy¬ 
ment has* lessened considerably 
through increased industrial activity 
and through enrollment into military 
service. 

“Field crops were uniformly good in 
1939, and prices enhanced. Mineral 
production was at record levels. The 
pulp and paper industry has benefit - 
ted greatly since the outbreak of war, 
largely by curtailment of shipments 
from the Scandinavian countries. In 
short,” summed up the President of 
the Life Officers Association, “Canada 
seems headed for. a period of genuine 
prosperity, aqd the outlook for thj 
life'insurance business in 1940 is dis¬ 
tinctly good.” 

Turning to the war and steps taken 
to protect Canadian policyholders, he 
referred to the War and Aviation 
clause and its provisions. 

“No extra premiums for military or 
naval service in Canada, excluding 
aviation. Insured has option of paying 
required extra premium for service 
outside Canada, excluding aviation. If 
extra premium is not paid and death 
occurs while serving outside Canada 
or within six months after return to 
Canada, all premiums paid will be re¬ 
turned with 3% interest compounded 
annually. Those who engage in avia¬ 
tion .wvice in Canada have similar 
extra premium option, but no option is 
granted to pay extra premium to cov¬ 
er aviation hazards while serving out¬ 
side Canada. Extra premiums run 
from $10 to $90 annually per $1,000 
of insurance, according fo nature of 
service. Of course, these restrictions

They take a much more businesslike attitude 
in respept to annual meetings. They want to know where 
their money is going, and are quite candid in their ap¬ 
proval or disapproval. Rural councillors may be annoy¬ 
ed at Jimes with criticisms which are voiced, but at 
least they do not suffer under the dead pall of empty 
chairs and the deliberate ignoring of the service which 
they have given. 

Possibly town ratepayers might show more interest 
if the services of the council were paid for—as they 
should be.

■yjyfHENEVER farmers are confronted with some 
price boost in goods which they must buy, they 
fall back on the explanation; “These industries are 
strongly organized.” Whenever farmers fail to obtain 
any relative price for what they sell, they fall back on 
the excuse. “We are not organized.” Whose fault is it 
if the farmers of’Canada are not organized in one vast 
body which should constitute one-third of the population 
of the dominion? They have a hundred and one little 
groups representing various elements of primary pro¬ 
duction, each concerned with its own particular prob¬ 
lems. But they do not speak with one mighty voice. 
Therefore they are not feared by those who oppose their 
rights and they fan be safely ignored by all. 

There is an institution at present functioning to which 
all farm organizations across Canada should belong. 
This is the Canadian Chamber of Agriculture. It is the 
medium by which pressure could be put on all opposing 
forces, and on glow-moving governments. 

The Alberta Co-operative Council at a recent meeting 
moved to become a unit of the^Canadian Chamber of 
Agriculture. The U.F.A. and the Alberta section of 
the United Farmers of Canada are similarly favorable 
to becoming units of the central body. Every organiza¬ 
tion concerned with any angle of primary production 
and prices, should cast in its lot for its own advance¬ 
ment and (Jie benefit ofother growers. 

British Columbia is probably the leading province 
. from the standpoint of active, efficient organization. Its 
fruit growers, sheep-herders, milk producers, etc., may 
not seem to be closely allied to the wheat growers of 
the prafrie provinces, but all are united in one common 
bond—the necessity, of better prices for all products de-. 
pendent on the soil in relation to the industrial prices 
which prevail. When one-third of the population of 
Canada has heen held down to one-twelfth of the na¬ 
tional income, it is clear that the one-third i- not mak¬ 
ing efficient use of its numerical strength. No one hut 
the farmers themselves, united solidly in the provinces, 
and then under the Chamber of Agriculture, can im¬ 
prove the farm situation.

Amongst the resolutions which were 
presented at the Social Credit provin¬ 
cial convention, held in Calgary last 
week was one from the Little Bow 
constituency. This brought up the 
sale of shares in the Albertan on the 
understanding that' it was to be a 
Social Credit paper.
